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nication againſt all thoſe, that from henceforth ſhould relieve or harbour any Englzſh,Scottiſhy 
or Welch-man, or give them alms, whereby many were Famiſhed to dearth. The Friars 
exhorted them with Tears, not to ſpare any of the Engliſh. , 

" The day before this Maffacre began, Anno, 1642. the Prieſts gave the People a diſmiſs af 
Mals, wi-.h liberty to go out, and take poſſeffion of all their Lands, as alſo co firip, and rob, 
and deſpoil them of all their goods and cattle. | 

The 1riſh, when this Maſfacre began, perſwaded many of their ProteFant Neighbours to 
bring their Goods to them, and they would ſecure them, and hereby they got abundance 
peaceably into their hands, whereof they cheated the Prote/#ants, refuſing to reſtore them again 
yet ſo confident were the Prote/tants at firſt of them, that they gave them Inventories of all they 
had, and digged up theirbeſt things that were hidden in the ground, and depoſited them in 
their Cuſtody. They alſo got much into their hands by fair Promites, deep Oaths and En- 
g3gements, that if they would deliver them their goods, they would ſuffer them, with their 
Wives and Children, quietly to depart the Country; and when they had got what they 
could, they afterwards murdered them: | : 

Having thus ſeized upon their goods and cattel, ranſackt their houſes, got their perſons, 
fiript Man, Woman, and Child naked, and ſo xurned them out of doors, ftriftly prohibiting 
the iriſh under great penalties, not to give them any relief, by means hereof many miſerably 
periſht through cold, nakedneſs, and hanger, | 

In the Town of Coleraine, many of theſe poor people that fled thither for ſuccour, many thou- 
ſands died in two days, fo that the living could not bury the dead, but laid their Carcafles in 
ranks in vaſt and wide holes, piling them up as if they had been Herrings. 

/ One Magdalen Redman depoſeth, that ſhe, and divers other Proteſtants, amongſt whom were 
two and twenty Widows, were firſt robbed, and then ftript Naked, and when they had cover- 
ed themſelves with Straw, the bloody Papifs threw in burning ſtraw amongſt them, on purpoſe 
to buxn them; then they drove them out into the Woods in Froft and Snow, where many of 
them died with extream Cold, and thoſe that ſurvived, lived miſerably by reaſon of their 
many wants. WP | 

Yet though thoſe bloody Villains exerciſed ſuch inhumane Cruelties towards the poor Pro- 
teffants, they would commonly boaſt, That theſe were but the beginning of their ſorrows, for in- 
deed they made it good; for having diſarmed the Exgliſh, robbed them of their Goods, ftript 
them of their Cloths, and having their Perſons ih their power, they furioufly broke out into all 
manner of abominable Cruelties, horrid Maſſacres, and execrable Murders. 

For their were multitudes Murdered in cold Blood, ſome as they were at Plough, others in 

' their Houſes, others in the High-ways; all without any provocation, were ftiddenly de- 


royed. . | 

4 the Caftle of Z?ſgoole, were about one hundred and fifty Men, Women and Chitdren con- 
ſumed with Fire.

At Glafiow, a Prieſt, with ſome others, drew about forty Engliſh and Scottiſh Protefants- 
to be reconciled to the Church of Rome, ani then told them, They were in 4 good Faith ;, aad for 
fear they ſhould fall from it and turn Hereticks, he with his companions preſently cut all their 
throats. X | - 

In the County of Tipperary, near the Silver-werks :, ſome of theſe barbarous Papiſts met with 
eleven Engliſh-men, ten Women, and ſome Children, whom they firſt ftript, and then with - Stones, 
Pole- axes, Skeins, Swords, &c. they moſt barbarouſly Mafſacred them all. 

In the County of Mayo about ſixty Proteſtants, whereof fifteen were Miniſters, were upon 
Covenant to be ſafely conveyed to Galway by one Edmond Burk, and his Souldiers; but by the 
way, this Burk and his company began to Maffacre theſe poor Proteftants:;, ſome they ſhot to- 
death, ſome they tab'd with their Skeins, tome they thruſt through with their Pikes, ſome they 
drowned ; The Women they ftript naked, who lying upon their Husbands to ſave them, were:

In Tirawly thirty or forty Engliſh, who had yielded to go to Maſs, were put to their choice, 
whether they would die by the Sword or be drowned ? They choſe the latter, and ſo being driven to. 
the Sea-ſide, theſe barbarous Villains, with their paked Swords forced them into the Sea; the Mo- 
thers with their Children in their Arms, wading to the Chin, were overcome by the Waves 
where they all periſhed.

And all this cruelty that is exerciſed upom us, we know not for what cauſe, 
vffence, or ſeeming provocation it is inflited upon us (ſin excepted) ſaving that we were Proteſtants, Gr. 
We can make it manifeſt. that the depopulations in this Province of Muniter, do well near equal thoſe of 
the whole K ingdom, &Cc. ; 
; And thus in part you have heard of the mercile(s Cruelties which th2 bloody Iriſh Papiſts ex- 
erciſed tuwards the Proteſtants. Let us now conſider, at leaſt ſome of Gods ſudgments upon the 
Triſh, whereby he hath not left the innocent Blood of his Servants to b* altogether unreverged.

the Chriſtian Faith 5 but was ſoon (at the Inftigation of the Pope and his Clergy ) turned . 
againſt the true Profeflors of the Goſpel. The manner is, as ſoon as any Information is given in, 
to cite the Party,whodares not refuſe to come, or if hefly,they have their Scouts to find him out : 
When he is come, they wheadle him to make him accuſe himſelf, pretending they are ignorant of 
the Cauſe of his coming ; in which Cauſe, to deny,he knows is the beſt; otherwiſe, they ſend bim 
to Priſon and Triumph, they have what to'accuſe him out of his own Mouth : Or, if he denies, 
one or other ſteps up and accuſes him, then is he ſent to Priſon ina dark Dungeon ftrialy ex- 
amined: When if he comply not with all their Demands, they put him to the Rick: The 
firſt Torture they vſe, is the Pulley, when binding Hands and Thumbs, and hanging heavy 
Weights qt his Feet, they draw him up, and then ſuddenly ſuffering him to fink half way, with 
the ſerk, diflocate all his Joints: When he cryes out, the Lords Inquifitors roars as loud, .

When they have tortured him a long while, they demand of the 
Tormentor ( who is drefſed up in black Camvis, like a Devil) if he has his other Torturing 
Engines ready, to which he replyes No. Then they bid him_get them againft to morrow, tel- 
ling the Priſoner, if he recant not, all that he has ſuffered, is but a Hlea-biting to what he - 
muſt feel, when three daies after they torture him again upon a Wheel or Roaler , or by. 
laying him in a Trough, pour Water down his Throat, driving before it a Rag, at the pulling 
out of which, a great quantity of Blood follows: They likewiſe anoint their Feet with Lard,.. 
and ſet them on hot Irons, and ftretch them on a Rack ; put lighted Torches to their Arms - 
pits: Nor do they ſpare Matrons or Virgins, tripping them ſtark naked : And if at twice 
Racking they recant not, then they are burnt. And thus a young Engliſh Gentleman was . 
ſerved, for throwing down the Hoft, as the Priefts were carrying it through the Streets of Rome, 
whilft the ignorant Vulgar kneeled as it pafſed, and Worſhipped it; he at the ſame time ſay-- 
ing, Ah Wretches that you are! Do you Worſbip a Morſel of Bread ?
